anything about it—I know it.

Said a leading plumber: ‘‘Only yes- 
terday I refused a $5090 job for the zim- 
ple reason that I could not get the men 
to doit. There is a great demand for 
skiiled mechanics in all the house- 
building trades, and if more could be 
had, and wages were not so high, there 
would be more building. 

Said an architect: “I believe the 
high price of.labor and lumber are 
keeping back building and improve- 
ments, and that there would probably be 
@ third more done if the conditions were 
more favorable.“ 

Said another architect: A great 
disadvantage is the poor class of work- 
men who have come out from the 
East. I believe more build- 
mgs would be put up if workmen could 
he had at reasonable rates.“ : 

Said the representative of a leading 
bardware house: The high price and 
scarcity of labor have undoubtedly 
kept back building and improvement 
toa certain extent.“ 

Said another architect: Good men 
in every branch of the building trade 
are needed, and needed badly. There 
is no doubt that the high price of labor 
has kept back improvements. There is 
hardly a day that I do not advise peo- 
ple to delay building.“ 

A builder gave it as his opinion that 
there is enough outside work to keep 
men busy at least ten months in the 
year. There is always work for good

An employer of seventy-five men 
said: There is a scarcity of labor, 
Ind has been for four months; exceed- 
mmgly 0. The condition of labor

Said a master bricklayer: ‘‘More 
good mechanics are certainly required. 
The going wages for bricklayers is $6 
perday. . .
